that it will provide ft fully-automatcd, lower cost than currently available, person to person, 
unplanned money transfer System,

methods and systems for transfctrlhij funds between n sender and a recipient wherein the 
transfer of funds is not affiliated with a sales transaction between a buyer nnd a seller. 

5. I am familiar with the nnal office action drucd July 2S, 200$ and the cited 
U.S. Potcm Application No. 1)8-2005/024654 1 by Gintcr filed on 07/07/2005 which is 
division application of Co*pendhitf application No. 09/^32^44 filed on 0$/04/2000, which Is 
a continuation of application No- 09/521,479 Hied on 12/23/1 $98, now U,S. Patent Nu. 
6.185,693 and others. 

Outler provides for a previously created escrow deposit holding funds pursuant to a 
transactional basis and the subsequent release of the fund upon completion of the 
transactional basis, U does not provide for the creation Of, or Ihc transfer of money to. the 
escrow account 

Oinler also provides a business process invention which in numerous ways may be 
utilized to Implement aspects of business transactions such as in \ht paragraphs cited, the 
inmfer of a buyer's previously made deposit to the sellers bank to implement ft house sale 
closing. There b no understands a nor any discussions in Ginter for an unplanned, and norh 
transactional related, money transfer ostein m claimed in the bu&iness process claims of the 
application under consideration in which a person as, for example, a parent or friend, can 
transfer or slhkJ money in an ^emergency", fiom that person's home touch tone telephone, 
using a debit card or credit card, lo another person as, for example, the sending person's son, 
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daughter or friend, who can receive the money with o rapgnciic card at nn ATM, This 
example is for illustration purpose and not for limitation. 

Nor decs Ginler provide for a person to person money transfer system wHch markei 
or service Jus been and alill is, dominated by "Western Union 0 and "Money-gram" which 
seivicos are Dot automated end which require the service* of ruinuui persons to implement 
the Transfer from the sender cir.d'or the disbursement of (he money to the recipient, fti 1 W7 
when Hi© parent company which owned both "Western Union- and "Moncygram" was 
found to be a monopoly and "Moncygram" was sold lo the public, it was discussed in S.L C 
documents that together they sewed Approximately 97% of the U.S. to US.> person to 
person, money transfer market. The other 3% also are not fully automated systems and arc 
not similar to the subject matter ctnirocd in the application under consideration. The subject 
matter chimed in the subject application offers competition In thi* monopolistic area of 
consumer services with its Automated business process invention. 

6. rn roy opinion and based on my experience there was no understanding nor 
any desirability to use the secure communication method r.nd system of Oiivtcr for 
transferring funds between ft .wider, a human person tuiliring a touch tone telephone or 
computer modem (which only a human person can utilize), and a recipient, ft human person 
utilizing an ATM or point of salo terminal (which only A human person can Utilire), without 
a preexisting transactional relationship between the sender and the recipient 

I3ased on my opinion and expertenco in this areas it would not have been anticipated 
by or obvious to a person of ordinary skill m tho an to invent the methods and systems for 
transpiring funds with the features claimed in claims 1-6, 8-16, 18-24 and 26-30 of the 
subject invention.
